12. (Currently Amended) A wireless family calendar comprising: 
a plurality of wireless devices forming a family; 

a server containing a calendar which provides at least the family calendar, the family 
calendar including a plurality of calendar entries created by at least one member of it 5 family bv 
entering calendar information into a new calendar event view: and wherein

41. (Currently Amended) The data center of claim 21 wherein one of the au henticiated 
wireless devices of the family has access to the family calendar and a private calendar. ! 
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42, (Currently Amended) The data center of claim 41 wherein an event thai i i placed in 
the family calendar is also placed on a family notice board.
